Good Hybrid Seed 


Is Dependent on 
Good Detasseling 


Good hybrid corn seed 
means 


first of all good detasselmg, em- 
phasizes C M. \Vood\\oith, pro- 
fessor ol plant genetics. University 
of Illinois College of Agriculture, 
in pointing out the reasons for de- 
tasseling. 


He explains that corn 
is de- 


tasseled 
to 
insure that all the 


seed produced on the detasseled 
plants is hybiid seed. In commer- 
cial hybrid seed production, two 
hybrids called single crosses are 
crossed One is the ear parent and 
the other is the pollen parent. 


The plant geneticist adds that 


thp function of the ear parent is 
to hear the hybrid seed, whereas 
the function of the pollen parent 
is to furnish the pollen to pollinate 
the ear parent. Experiments have 
shown which single crosses make 
good hybrids when crossed and al- 
so which crosses make desirable 
ear parents and which are best 
used as pollen parents. 


Good single crosses exhibit hy- 


brid vigor and yield well, accord- 
ing to Professor Woodworth. But 
if a single cross is allowed to pol- 
linate itself, a variable
